VISITS TO INSTITUTIONS, EXCURSIONS, ETC. 


The State Penitentiary and the Asylum for the Insane with 
the Blind School, Reform School, and Deaf and Mute School 
are at Salem, 53 miles south of Portland. This trip can be made 
in a couple of hours at any time and takes one directly through 
the heart of the beautiful Willamette Valley. Five or. six miles 
to the north and across the Columbia River is Fort Vancouver, 
the celebrated old Fort of the Hudson Bay Company. Close to 
this is located the School for Dependent Children for the State 
of Washington, and this trip can be made by rail and ferry in a 
few hours. In the city there is the Children’s Home, a large and 
handsome institution in the south of the city, the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Aid Society, the Men’s Institute at the corner of Fourth and A 
Streets of the city, and a number of other similar institutions. 
As for receptions, etc., it is hoped to have one or two excursions 
out of the city if time will permit, and especially one through 
the Cascade Mountains to the Cascades of the Columbia River 
by steamboat. This would take, however, a whole day and may 
be impracticable, but whether taken as an excursion or not there 
are boats passing up and down every day, and every member 
of the Conference should make the trip. There is no more mag- 
nificent scenery in the United States on any of its large navigable 
waters than this passage of the Cascades. 

There will not be time for any idle moments upon the part 
of any of the delegates. There is enough about the city without 
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even taking in the Fair to keep them busy for a couple of weeks. 
In addition to these natural resources and the work of the Con- 
ference the Lewis & Clark Fair is now in full swing, and the 
services on Sunday afternoon, (the Conference sermon) are to 
be held at the Festival Hall. There will also be gatherings at 
that place for civic and other purposes immediately before and 
after our Conference that will be attended by some of the most 
distinguished people in the country. 


HOTEL ARRANGEMENTS. 

The Headquarters of the Conference will be at the Portland 
Hotel. This, like every other hotel in Portland for the exposition 
season, is on the European plan. Rooms are from $2.50 per day 
and upwards. The hotel has an excellent café and a good grill- 
room in connection, and it is in every way a first class hotel. 

The Oregon Hotel is new and good. Excellent rooms may 
be had from $1.50 up.
